Crown Series. The counterfeits are litho- 
graphed, pin perforated 13 or regular perfor- 
ation 114; they are a trifle smaller than the 
genuine; by comparing them with any stamps 
of the Crown Series of the Portuguese Col- 
onies, they will be readily distinguished from 
the genuine. Counterfeit surcharges on 
genuine stamps of the Cape Verde are plen- 
tiful and rather hard to detect, especially 
those of the first issue. The later issues 
however are easily detected, as the surcharge 
on the genuine is clear, bold and very black, 
while in the counterfeits the surcharge is 
more grayish and generally blurred.

COUNTERFEITS. 

The stamps of Hamburg have been ex- 
tensively counterfeited, some very cleverly. 
We shall not attempt to describe these, but 
shall give some points by which to disting- 
uish the genuine: All forgeries are on un- 
watermarked paper, thus, the presence of 
the watermark is a sure test of the genuine- 
ness of the stamp. The absence of the water- 
mark is not a positive test, as some of the 
genuine stamps exist without a watermark; 
these, however, are exceedingly scarce. The 
safest and only way to distinguish the stamps 
is by the following secret marks which are 
to be found on the genuine and which, until 
now have escaped the argus eye of the forger. 
Of course, the absence of one or two of these 
points is not a proof that the stamp under 
examination is a forgery, as this may be 
caused by defective printing.

As the cancelled stamps of Hamburg are 
much scarcer than the uncancelled a new 
field was opened to the counterfeiter by 
forging cancellations on unused Hamburg 
stamps. In order to assist our readers in 
distinguishing these from the genuine can- 
cellations, we have illustrated all known 
genuine Hamburg cancellations and also the 
two counterfeit cancellations met with by us. 
The stamps of the first issue are cancelled 
as per illustrations: 1, 2, 3, 4, 11 and 13 and 
those of the later issues as per Nos. 1, 5, 6, 7,

THE STAMPS OF VICTORIA 
By Davip H. HILL, 


Vinain's Philatelic Monthly. 

In May, 1855, Act 18 Vict., No. 31, was assented to, and took effect from 
1st July of that year, the rates on inland and ship letters being respectively 
reduced to 4d. and 6d. the half ounce. This Act also gave power for the 
establishment of regular monthly communication by steam vessels between 
the Colony and Great Britain, at an annual expenditure not exceeding £50,- 
cco. By 19 Vict., No. 10, a short Act passed in 1856, the amount to be ex- 
pended was increased to £75,000. 
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TYPE VI, ONE PENNY AND SIX PENCE ENTHRONED. 


[ have already mentioned that on Mr. Ham offering in December 1852, to 
engrave other steel plates similar in design to the twopenny, Type II., it was

decided instead to obtain two plates and a supply of stamps from England. 
The Chief Postmaster recommended that steel plates be procured of the value 
of onepenny and sixpence, each plate to give an impression of fifty stamps of 
a design similar to the twopenny then in use; also that 20,000 sheets of penny 
and 50,000 sheets of sixpenny be supplied with the plates, the former to be 
printed in bright green and the latter in bright blue. ‘The order was sent to 
the Colonial Agent-General, London, in May 1853, and in September the 
tender of Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & Co., was accepted by him for the supply, 
the goods to be ready for shipment in January 1854. ‘The contract however 
took more than three months over the anticipated time to complete. The 
following is a copy of the invoice: —

The above were forwarded by the ship Zand o'Cakes which left London 
roth July, 1853, and arrived at Melbourne 27th October following. 
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It will be noticed that the plates contained a much larger number of im- 
pressions than ordered. The reason for this deviation I have not ascertained, 
as the single communication on the subject from the Agent-General that I 
have been able to trace, gives no information regarding this matter. It is 
possible that a suggestion was made by Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & Co., of 
plates similar in size to those in use for Great Britain, thereby effecting a con- 
siderable saving of time and labour in the production of stamps. 

The delay in the arrival of the stamps from one cause and another neces- 
sitated the preparation of a supply within the Colony, and when Messrs. 
Perkins, Bacon & Co.’s shipment was received from London, the contracts of 
Messrs. Campbell & Ferguson for 4,000,000 penny, and of Mr. Samuel Calvert 
for 2,500,000 sixpenny, previously referred to, were nearly completed. As 
these stamps lasted some time, the English supply was not immediately put 
into issue, but remained in the tin cases unopened, until the corresponding 
values of types I. and 1V. were exhausted, 1 find by the Stamp Ledgers that 
Messrs, Perkins, Bacon & Co.’s onepenny stamps were taken into stock and 
issued in October 1856. ‘Ihe sixpenny were taken into stock in June 1858, 
and issued about the middle of the following November. The numbers taken 
into stock were 1,000,080 penny and 2,500,080 sixpenny. No further issue 
than the supply received from England was made of these stamps.

rate of 2s, per thousand for the penny and fourpenny, and 2s. 6d, per thousand 
for the twopenny stamps. The bond is dated 21st January, 1857, and is signed 
by Messrs. Samuel and William Calvert and their sureties. The Schedule 
attached to the bond reads: 

“We the undersigned Samuel Calvert and William Calvert each of the City 
of Melbourne in the Colony of Victoria engravers do hereby tender to make 
and engrave on Boxwood a certain die of a penny postage stamp of the design 
annexed and to copy therefrom One hundred copper plates for the printing 
of “One penny postage stamps” for the use of the Post Office Department of 
the Colony of Victoria and such die and plates when so made and engraved 
to deliver as the property of Her Majesty the Queen to the Postmaster- 
General of the said Colony. And we also agree to find proper ink coloring 
and gum and to print by electrotype process from such plates in approved 
colored inks Two Million stamps or impressions printed from relief similar to 
Bank of England notes and after the style and process of the English postage 
stamp hereto annexed And to gum the backs of such stamps as per specimen 
annexed and complete the same in every respect fit for the use of the Post 
Office Department of the Colony of Victoria for the sum of Two hundred 
Pounds.

the property of Her Majesty the Queen to the Postmaster-General of the said 
Colony. And we also agree to find proper ink coloring and gum and to print 
by electrotype process from such plates in approved colored inks Two 
Million stamps or impressions printed from relief similar to Bank of England 
notes and after the style and process of the English postage stamp here'o 
annexed and complete the same in every respect fit for the use of the Post 
Office Department of the Colony of Victoria for the sum of Two hundred 
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Pounds. And we further agree to take and receive from the Postmaster- 
General of the said Colony certain paper coloring and gum hereinafter men- 
tioned whereon and whereby the printing coloring and gumming of the said 
several stamps or impressions hereinbefore mentioned shall be made and done 
And to pay for the same at the price set opposite to each article that is to say 
Forty reams of paper at eighteen shillings each ream One hundred and sixty 
pounds weight of Green color at Threepence each pound Four hundred 
pounds weight of Blue color at One shilling and sixpence each pound ‘Two 
hundredweight and one quarter of gum at Sixty shillings each hundredweight. 
Such payments to be made by us and be deducted by the said Postmaster 
General from all or any of the payments to be made to us under this tender. 
And also to deliver to the said Postmaster-General impressions of each class 
of stamps in monthly portions of not less than Five hundred thousand the 
first portion to be delivered on or before the Twenty-first day of February 
One thousand eight hundred and fifty seven.” 

The rate stated for the 16olbs. green colour is evidently an error made by 
the writer of the above agreement, as the price in Messrs, Perkins, Bacon and 
Co's. invoice is given at 3s. per lb. 

A pencil sketch of the one penny value is attached to the Schedule, very 
similar in design to what was adopted, but the corner ornaments in drawing 
vary, with one exception. The upper left hand corner contains a sheep 
suspended by a ribbon round the body, the lower right hand corner is occ- 
upied by the figure of a cow, while the miner's cradle is placed in the cor- 
responding left hand corner. The English postage stamp referred to, isa 
used specimen of the fourpence 1856 issue. The specimen of gumming is of 
a yellowish white colour, similar to that on previous bonds; in all the 
specimens the, adhesive matter used appears to be gum arabic. 

The contract for these stamps was concluded on the 31st May, 1857. 
According to the Stamp Ledgers the One Penny was first issued in February, 
1857, and the Twopence in May 1857. The fourpence was the first value of 
this type to be issued. A notification signed by the Postmaster General, and 
dated 22nd January, 1857, states in the Government Gazette—‘‘Notice is here- 
by given that postage stamps of the value of Fourpence each will be issued 
to the public at the General Post Office, Melbourne, on and after Monday 
next, the 26th instant.”
